Iho 
Ex-Bank 
President Charges 


That Gen. Grant 


Fully Aware of tlio "Govern* 


niout Contract" BuMiuoNK of the 


Firm—tottcrn Ui>ou Which 


tlio Charge I« Banod, 


NEW YOKK, May 27.—Janios D. Fish waa 


shown Gen. Grant's denial that letters con- 
firming "Ward's statements about government 
contracts had been written by the gonoral, 
Mr. Fish said: "My assertion as published ia 
substantially correct. I uavo uo wish to rniso 
any question of voracity. Gon. Grant may 
have forgotten them; but tho loiters nro in 
existence. When tho time comes thoy will 
bo published." Stephen G. Clark, of Ml'. 
Fish's counsel, said: "Tho letters aro in our 
possession. Thoy will not bo published at 
present." 


Gon. Grant has boon in consultation with 


his counsol at his residenco, and it is givon 
out there that a stat«meut 13 being prepared 
in answer to Mr. Fish's allegations concern- 
ing tho general's indorsement of Ward's rep 
rosentatlons in connection ivith government 
contracts. Up to a lato hour, however, tlio 
statement has not beon givon to tho press. 


LA.TEK,—A statement o£ Gon Grant's con- 


nection with tho firm of Grant & Ward has 
been givon to tho press. It is mainly tho 
composition of ox-Sonator Conkling. It is 
to the effect that Gon. Grant's counsol, after 
much investigation, have found that cer-

The Pcnn Bank Suapcndcd Ajrniu. 
PITTSBUBO, May 27.—Tho Penn bank of 


Pittsburg suspended business for the second 
;ime. The cause stated was tho prostration 
>f President Kiddle by bemorrhaso oE tlio 
ungs -from aa overdose of morphin, but.it 
transpired that $205,000 in chocks against the 
bink wero thrown out at tho clearing-house. 
The directors had raised 1031,000 to meet 
liabilities of *91U,000, but mado no provis- 
sloa for $300,000 of certified chocks outstand- 
ing. Thoro was great oicitemont upon a 
notice boing posted upon tho bank's door to 
thoedecl that tho directors considered it 
necessary to suspend. Mr. Riddle is very ill, 
but bis physicians say that he will bo able 
to attend to business in a few days. He ox- 
presses a desire only to live long enough to 
put his bank upon its feet again. Business 
men say that the suspension will not effect 
matters unfavorably. •
